Sweeping 
denial of wrongdoing 
was made by Judge Archbold to ev­

When the senate met today it was 
planned to devote from two to four 
hours daily to taking testimony ofi 
the IOO witnesses who will be called 
for both the government and the de­ 
fense. 
About 70 witnesses were be­ 
fore the hou^e judiciary committee 
when the impeachment charge was 
under investigation. At those hear­ 
ings Judge Archbold, by force of pre­ 
cedents, could not and did not sub­ 
mit any evidence or offer testimony 
of any witnesses. He did not take 
the stand himself. Whether he will 
testify before the senate has not been 
disclosed. 
The impeachment trial today was 
the first held in the senate since

Prof. F. J. Sievers who came from 
Milwaukee county told the farmers 
just what they wanted to know' about 
the improvement 
of 
sandy 
land. 
Prof. Sievers, w’hile connected m’ith 
the state 
experiment 
station 
for 
many years, had charge of a num­ 
ber of sand experimental 
stations 
and was therefore prepared to speak 
as an authority. 
He noted the five great problems 
In the management of sandy land, 
namely: lack of moisture, lack of 
humus, lack of fertility, blowing by 
m ind, and the general acid condition 
of such land. 
In years of consider­ 
able rainfall, as during the past sea­ 
son. all of these difficulties are not 
present. 
Prof. Sievers warned the farmers 
about the continuous cropping 
of 
sandy land with the same crop— 
with rye for example, which 
will 
grow on land when practically every 
other crop fails. 
Such farming 
is 
nothing short of soil robbing. 
O op s Should be Rotated 
The growing of clover, alfalfa and 
other leguminous crops mas especial­ 
ly emphasized as they store nitro­ 
gen in the soil, the most important 
element of fertility, and when plow­ 
ed up add considerable humus to the 
soil. 
When land becomes so poor 
that it mill no longer grow* clover, 
farming on it is in its last stages. 
The important thing is not to let 
soil become so depleted that It mil! 
not produce clover crops. 
As to the fertility of all 
soils 
there are only three elements like­ 
ly to become deficient, namely: ni­ 
trogen, phosphorus and potassium. 
Prof. Sievers told the farmers that , 
the purchase of nitrogen fertilizers; 
rn as a very expensive method of sup- j 
plying that element when the soil j 
content of it can be increased 
by j 
growing leguminous crops. 
Many ; 
soils are being depleted of phosphor­ 
us which must be 
supplied in the 
form of commercial fertilizers unless 
a considerable quantity of commer­ 
cial feeds are purchased each year 
and manure from same applied to the 
land.

Animals that are pro­ 
ducing, should be fed according to 
their performance instead of every 
animal in the herd being fed alike 
and with little attention to what the 
various feeds contairt. 
Tile Value of Testing 
The value of testing and testing 
associations was also noted so that 
a farmer can determine the poor 
animals of his herd, dispose of them 
and replace with better ones. As Mr.

of the board of education last eve­ 
ning showed that the total number 
of pupils In the public schools during 
November this year 
had 
increased 
160 over last year’s total, the vlg- 
ures this year being 4,315 against 
4,155 last year. 
The average daily 
attendance was also better than that 
of last year while the percentage of 
attendance was slightly below last 
year’s mark. Tardiness has decreas­ 
ed materially, but 267 pupils being 
late last month while 43 0 were tardy 
in November, 1911. 
In discussing the matter of the in­ 
dustrial school which has lately been 
organized here, statistics brought out 
the fact that La Crosse has the larg­ 
est attendance of any school In any 
city in the state with the exception 
of Milwaukee.
